The Journalists refused to accept this reply and stated that if the 
Propaganda Committee refused to divulge the names of the 2RCR0WE-PBPRIKB repre- 
sentatives who dealt with the Committee they would proceed to the ZRCSCWJf Embassy 
and obtain the. names from that source.
